biggest city in China.

In Hankow 


A move for pence with the 
Chinese Communists “is In full 
rwing” in the Hankow area, the 
National Government's Central 
news Agency reported in Shang- 
al, 


Central News said the battle 
for Haonkow began when 600 
Communist trovps attacked a 
polnt 20 miles to the North, It 
said the Reds suffered 100 casual- 
Ues and now were being rein— 
forced. , 


Central News Agency quoted 
an Army sourge in Hankow = as 
saying that lending citizens hud 
organised 2 “Security Malntain- 
ing Committee", 


Such Committees usually are 
formed to take over citles in the 
critical thme between the with- 
drawal of the Nationalists and 
the arrival of the Communists, 


Nationalist reinforcements were 
reported streaming info the Nan- 
chang area on “Tuesday night 
from Hankow. 

Neltable reports in Canton sald 
these forces were being moved 
down ‘the Yangtse to Kiukieng. 
From there they” were -taking 
trains South ‘to Nanchang, im- 
portant city guarding the rallwdy 
to South China. 


Pai’s Warning 


In Hankow, General. Pai 
Chung-hsi, Centrat China Com- 
mander, adviced consular officials 
on Tuesday to:remove their na- 
WOnals’from the city. 

General Pai's warning. sald. 
“thore may bo heavy shelling and 
loss: of Ufe” in Hankow. This Is 
‘one of. soveral pronouncements 
‘Jately that Hankow’would be de-. 
fended. None; of these state- 
ments ‘was being taken: serlously 
in Canton in view of the Com-" 
munist threat of encircloment. 

MA accounts. reaching Canton,

whether inflation or deflation 
is now the greater danger. 
The first signs of a break in 
the postwar boom were taken 
only as reflections of the 
American decline in prices 
and activity early this year. 
But since then, the Stock Ex- 
change has had a sharp shake- 
out, and retail trade has 
dropped heavily. 

The abolition of clothing 
rationing brought out no 
spending rush, and complaints 
from business firms of grow- 
ing difficulties in the export 
markets have been given wide 
publicity. It is true that re- 
cession talk is not borne out, 
as in the United States and 
some other countries, by in- 
creasing unemployment. On 
the contrary, unemployment 
is lower than ever before at 
360,000, or about 1.8 per cent 
of the total insured popula- 
tion, and most of these are 
either elderly people, difficult 
to employ, or short-term un- 
employed in-transit from job 
to job. 

The pessimists say, of 
course, that a recession can 
burst out overnight, and that 
next month's figures will 
show how bad things really 
are. But'they have been say- 
ink that for exactly 12 
months, and have -so far al- 
ways been wrong, Every dip 
in’ home or export trade has 
proved to be temporary, and 
every decline in business in 
any particular trade has been 
promptly absorbed by expan- 
sion in other industries. The 
debate has nevertheless 
grown in strength.

Cancer-Causing -Agent 


Attempts to isolate a fantasti- 
cally potent cancer-causing agent’ 
in -mlce were reported by Dr. 
Cyrus P, Barnum, Jr, Dr. Robert

ner of the. University of Min- 
nesota Medical School. 

This is a virus-like agent. 
Scientists have known about it 
for many years. It can cause 


cancer in young mice which 
nurse .a cancerous mother. The 
amount of this stuff In a single 
diseased mouse is suficent to 
cause cancer in several million 
other mice, the researchers sald. 

They have traced this substance 
down te a protetn-fat component.
